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DETAILED ACTION 
CJaim Rejections - 36 USC§ 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out 
his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. 

1. The use of the term "ahcyclic" for R2 and R3 combined is unclear. This is a heterocyclic 
rings, not an alicyclic ring, and in fact, is labeled as heterocyclic. The word should be 
removed, or alternatively, if aps wish the term to say, how does it limit the elm? The 
ring is not alicyclic. 

2. Claim 2 calls for steps a and b to be done "simultaneously", but that is impossible, since 
b uses the product of step a. Therefore, a must come first; The reaction must be 
sequential. 

3. Formula I is misdrawn in claim 1, as the minus interrupts the bond. It is drawn 
correctly in claim 4. Likewise claim 11. 

Claims 1-3, 5-10 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
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described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

It has not been established that compounds of such scope are all useful an 
antibacterials. Consider R1=R2=R3 =phenyl. Where is such a compounds (regardless of 
what acyl groups is attached) established as an antibacterial? There is an additional 
problem here in terms of how to make. Triphenylamine has no base strength, and will not 
react with the alkyl-iodide, so how will step b be accomplished?

Of the cases cited as having common ownership 12093652 is clearly a defective 
serial number, and 11766132 presents no conflict. 

12223096, 12301620, 12303411, and 12303438 are in pre-exam processing 
and cannot be considered at the present time.

The abstract states that there is a process, but does not set forth what the 
process actually consists of. 

Page 3, middle of page, refers to Formula III as being a bis-silylated 
compound. But Formula III as depicted on page 1 is not silylated.
